SINBAD THE SAILOR

(Ejxperimeiial Farms Note) 


An interesting account 'Of the 
career of a well educated man, 
formerly a University Professor, 
who although possessed of ample 
private means, deliberately turn¬ 
ed “Crook” and embarked upon 
a series of audacious swindles. 


One of the most plausable 
rogue* who ever passed through 
my hands was “Sinbad the Sail¬ 
or.” He derived his picturesque 
nickname from the marvellous 
stories of foreign travel—correct 
in every detail save the rather 
necessary one of truth—with 
which he was wont to regale his 
prospective victims. He had orig¬ 
inally been a Professor of lan¬ 
guages at one of the American 
universities, was a man of good 
appearance and really charming 
ptersonality, and why he had 
elected to “gtoi crook” I do not 
know, especially as, he possessed 
an adequate private income. 

One of “ Sinbad’s” earliest ex¬ 
ploits was at Winnipeg, in Can¬ 
ada, where aSter less than twenty 
four hours’ acquaintance he in¬ 
duced a wealthy young Scotsman 
who had just arrived in the city 
to part with five thousand dol- 


Completing all but the last lap of their trip from Los Angeles to 
New York—across the whole continent—-in an eighteen foot long motor 
boat, two Americans, John Edwin Hoag and Frank S. Wilton, not to 
mention Spy-Wapato, their dog, arrived recently in Montreal and stayed 
for a day or two before proceeding to New York. 

The entire distance was covered by water with the exception of one 
portage of 400 miles from Celilo Falls, Washington to Fort Benton, 
Montana. Their boat the “Transcontinental” is an 18-foot craft, 5 feet 
abeam, and powered with two four horse power Evinrude outboard 
motors. They left Astoria, Oregon, May 20. after having their boat 
shipped up the coast from Los Angeles. The route was via the Columbia 
River from its mouth to Celilo Falls where the boat was loaded into a 
box car and sent on 400 miles to Fort Benton where the journey was 
resumed down the Missouri River for 2.280 miles into the Mississippi 
to St. Louis, then up the Mississippi to the Illinois River as far as Ot¬ 
tawa, Illinois; through the Illinois and Michigan Canal to Joliet, Illinois, 
and through the Chicago Drainage Canal into Lake Michigan Prom 
here the voyage was plain sailing to Montreal, where they landed at 
the Canadian Pacific Pier No 8, having moored their boat alongside 
the “Montcalm.” 

Messrs. Hoag and Wilton followed in reverse direction the course 
of the early explorers, Columbus, Hendryk Hudson, Champlain, Cartier 
and La Salle. Their mishaps commenced early when, in the Columbia 
River they ran afoul of a sunken log which tore the stern out of their 
boat. After this misadventure, which they finally weathered safely, 
they had comparatively no bad luck, except for the tornadoes, heavy 
storms and risky runs down little-known rapids, which might naturally 
be expected. 

Their adventure is unique, the only attempt previously made being 
about 18 years ago when a similar expedition ended at Bismarch, North 
Dakota, after traversing the same route. Then, however, the adven¬ 
turers were so held up by adverse conditions that they were overtakes 
by winter and their boat was crushed in the ice.

To winter bees successfully 
three things are necessary, (1) 
strong colonies of young bees, (2) 
an abundance of wholesome 
stores and (3) adequate protec¬ 
tion. Toi neglect any one of these 
is to invite disaster. Weak col¬ 
onies shioitld be united in the fall. 
The winter supply of stores 
should be given not later than 
the first week in October. The 
time that protection is given will 
depend upon the method used. 

Outdoor wintering is rapidly 
gaining in favor, and bees are 
how being wintered in packing 
cases where once it was, thought 
they could not survive. Bees may 
be wintered in single, double or 
four-colony cases. The latter 
are more economical as less ma¬ 
terial is required for each hive. 
Whichever cas e is used it should 
be made large enough to allow 
four to six inches of insulating 
material between the hives and 
wall of case on the bottom and 
all folur sides, and from six to 
’ight intelhles on top, with at least 
one inch of air space between top 
packing and case cover. The col¬ 
onies should stand close together 
in the cases with no packing be¬ 
tween them,. A tunnel must also 
be provided between the hive en¬ 
trance and flight hole in the ease. 
Colonies to he wintered outside 
should he plaicied in tlhe eases dur- 
ing the latter end of Stptember 
or early in October and the bot¬ 
tom and side packing given. The 
hive covers should be removed to 
dlow the hives to come together 
closely. As soon as the colonies 
ar e in the cases, give them all the 
food they will take down. The 
feeding should be done as rapid¬ 
ly as possible, and as soon as it 
is finished a quilt or bag spread 
over the hives and the top pack 
ing put on. These bees will re¬ 
quire no further attention until 
next spring. Outdoor-wintered 
bees should be protected from 
prevailing winds by a good wind¬ 
break. For full information on 
the subject write to the Publi¬ 
cations Branch, Department of 
Agriculture or to the Bee Divi¬ 
sion, Experimental Farm Ottawa, 
for free Pamphlet .. o.

T he Official Ride of the Trail Riders of the Canadian Rockies, commenced 
this year on the morning of August 8th and ended at Wapta Camp on the 
night of the tenth. Over a hundred members participated. They rode across 
country between Marble Canyon, on the Banff-Windermere Highway, to the 
Bungalow Camp at Lake Wapta. 

The Riders, among them a number of prominent society people, scientists 
and artists, all travelling on horse-back, blazed a new passage across the 
Wolverine Plateau. Six countries were represented: Canada, the United 
States, Australia, France, the West Indies and England. The artists, of 
whom there were six, made sketches of the virgin scenery along the route 
of the newly discovered trail. 

Seven Indians were in the party, six being Kootenays under Chief Louis 
Arbel, while the seventh was Chief Buffalo Child Long Lance who gave a 
lecture on the Indian Races of Canada to the Canadian Club of Montreal 
during the winter, and is rapidly becoming famous as an authority upon 
Indian affairs. 

The artists included Leonard Richmond, R.B.A., and A. L. Leighton of 
England; Carl Rungius, Belmore Browne and Richard M. Kimbel, of New 
York, and R. Palenske of Chicago. Paris was represented by the Due de 
Nemours, who recently purchased a ranch near Calgary. 

This was the second annual Ride and Pow-pow of the organization. On 
the morning of August the eighth, motor cars conveyed the Riders from 


Lake Louise and Banff to the point of departure on the Banff-Windermere 
Highway. There guides and horses were in readiness and the party im¬ 
mediately mounted and the Ride commenced. The trail led up Tumbling 
Creek, past Tumbling Glacier and on the Wolverine Plateau where lunch was 
‘served’. The ride then proceeded along the Plateau with the Wolverine 
Palisades, Mount Helmet and the Washmawapta Icefield and Waterfalls on 
the left, giving the riders a view of the Ten Peaks on the right. 

That night camp was pitched on the Goodsir Plateau and before retiring 
the campers gathered around the file for the usual sing-song, in the shadow 
of the cliff which rises sheer six thousand, five hundred feet above its valley. 

On the second day the ride led down to Goodsii Creek and up McArthur 
Creek, past Lake McArthur. That night was spent of the shores of Lake 
O’Hara, the camp there being placed at the disposal of the Trail Riders by 
the Alpine Club of Canada. The day ended again with a sing-song. 

On the third day, August 10th, the final ride was made from Lake O’Hara 
to Wapta Lake, where the expedition was concluded with a Pow-wow, sing¬ 
song and pale-face dance at Tipi Camp. It is expected that another ride of a 
similar nature will take place next year as the undertaking impressed those 
who took part as one of the mest enjoyable outtingr they have experienced. 
Not only does the Ride provide an uncommonly pleasant holiday for sports¬ 
men from Canada and the United States, but it also serves the excellent 
purpose of making !he scenery and the fishing and hunting facilities of the 
Rockies known abroad.

C HRISTMAS at home has a 
charm for the average Briton 
that is not to be denied, for 
nowhere in the world is there a 
greater observance of the old 
Yuletide customs than that which 
prevails in the British Isles. 
Friends and relatives of those who 
have come to this country to make 
their home in the new Dominion, 
look forward every year to the 
coming 1 of the winter season, 
knowing that this is the time when 
the people of Western Canada have 
the time at their disposal for 
lengthy holidays necessary to en¬ 
joy ocean travel. 

This year passenger travel to 
Great Britain and to other con¬
